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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kochu (J P200 1-067049) in view Kawaguchi et al (6677925). 

Regarding to claims 1-2, Kochu discloses a display device comprising: a first 
display panel (200, Figs. 3-5); a second display panel (300, Figs. 3-5); wiring which 
connects between the first display panel and the second display panel (see Fig. 3); a 
drive circuit (100, Figs. 3-5) which is connected to the first display panel; output 
terminals which are mounted on the first display panel and to which signals are supplied 
from the drive circuit (Figs 3-5); and signal wiring which is outputted from the drive 
circuit, the signal wiring being electrically connected to pixels mounted on the first 
display panel and being connected to output terminals (Fig. 1). Kochu further discloses 
connecting scan lines of the first and second display panels and not connect signal lines 
of the first and second display panels (Fig. 3). Kochu fails to disclose outputting a first 
common voltage for the first display panel and second common voltage for the second 
display panel, and the detail structure of the device that counter electrode lines for the 
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first display panel and counter electrode line for the second display panel are 
individually connected to the drive circuit. 

Kawaguchi discloses a conventional display panel comprising counter electrode 
lines connected to a common voltage (Vcom, Fig. 2). 

In light of Kawaguchi, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art to connect counter electrode lines to the first common voltage for the first display 
panel and counter electrode lines to the second common voltage for the second display 
panel individually because different display panel require different common voltage. 

Regarding to claim 3, Kochu further discloses the drive circuit is mounted on an 
insulating substrate (B, Fig. 4) which constitutes the first display panel. 

Regarding to claim 4, Kawaguchi further discloses a signal wiring which has one 
end thereof connected to a drive circuit and another end connected to a wiring 
capacitance adjusting element (col. 1 1 , lines 58-63). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 5-7 are allowed. 

Conclusion
